Cnicaco, June 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Times’ New York 
special says: A railroad combination 
far bigger than anything yet attempted 
is being quietly discussed among well- 
informed railioad men. It is the amal- 
gamation of the great Missouri Pacific 
and Atchison systems. The recent rate 
wars in the West, taken in connection 
with the strong rival combinations 
formed against the Missouri Pacific, 
it is believed, have strengthened 
Gould’s desire to withdraw from that 
particular field, provided he can 
do so without any sacrifice of prop- 
ride.

This proposition will be 
covered by a colluteral trust mortgage, 
so that Missouri Pacific’s present capi- 
tal stock of about forty-four million 
dollars will not be increased.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—By the As- 
ciated Press.] Representative Oates 

from the Committee on Judiciary today 
reported to the House a bill to prohibit 
aliens from acquiring title toor owning 
lands in the United States. An elabo- 
rate report accompanies the bill.

The power of the Government to totally 

exclude aliens from coming within its 

jurisdiction, as has been done in the case of 
the Chinese, no one questions. This sover- 
eign power certainly includes the lesser one 
of defining what property rights they may 
exercise, after they are admitted and dur- 
ing the continuance of their alien 
condition, Your committee has 
ascertained with reasouable certainty 
that certain noblemen of Europe, 
principally Englishmen, have acquired 

and now own, in the aggregate, about 21,- 

000,000 acres of land within the United 

States. We have not suflicient infermation 

to state the quantity owned by untitled 

aliens; nor is it so important, as it is gen- 
erally held in smaller bodies. This allen 
hon-resident ownership will, in the course 
of time, lead to a system of landlordism in- 
compatible with the best interests and free 
institutions of the United States. The

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


Terrible Collision on the 
Wabash Road. 


Eight Men Killed Outright,and Twenty- 
five Badly Wounded, 


Nine Valuable Racehorses Also Man- 
gled to Death. 


Shocking Scenes Witnessed at the 
Disaster—List of the Dead— 
Jockeys and Turfmen 
Among the Victims. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Sr. Louis, June 9.—[By the Asséti- 
ated Press.] A very serious railroad 
wreck is reported from Warrenton, 
Mo., sixty-one miles west of here, on 
the Wabash road. Two freight trains 
collided just outside of Warrenton this 
morning. Both engines and eighteen 
care were wrecked. Eight men were 
killed and several wounded. Of eight 
palace horse cars laden with race- 


horses, en route for the Kansas City 
races, two were wrecked, and some of 
the menin charge of the horses were 
killed. Many horses were also killed. 
A number of trainmen were injured. 

The horses were en route from Lato- 
nia to Kausas City to take part in the 
races.

There were in all eight dead taken 
out—four whites and four negroes— 
and twenty-five wounded, of which 
one or two may die. Both engines are 
complete wrecks, and about six palace 
stock cars were demolished, with the 
very fine blooded horses. It is im possi- 
ble to find out how many borses were 
killed, as there are a great many still 
under the wreck. It has been esti- 
mated that the loss to the company | 
will be $200,000. Nine horses have 
been found so far that are killed, 
while a great many more are badly 
wounded. There were 70 in all on the 
train.

ORANGE AND LUSANGELES 


The Settlement Between the 
IVO Counties. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE FULL REPORT 


Made by the Commissioners-in- 
Partition and Presented to the 
Respective Boards of Su- 
pervisors Yesterday. 


The printed report of the board o 
commissioners, appointed to adjust 
the matter of liabilities between the 
counties of Los Angeles and Orange, 


| showing the indebtedness of Orange 


county to Los Angeles county on 
March 11, 1889, and other matters per- 
tinent to a final adjudication and 


tween the two counties, was presented 
to the respective Boards of Supervisors 
of this and Orange county yesterday. 
The commission was composed of R. 
Egan, chairman; Charles R. Johnson, 
James McFadden, commissioners, and 
Jobn M. Baldwin, secretary. 

The board formally organized for 
business on December 4th, at Los An- 
geles, George C. Knox, since deceased, 
being then its secretary. The foliow- 
ing is a synopsis of the important doc- 
ument: 

It is not necessary in this report [say 
the commissioners] to give in extenso 
the proceedings of the board of com- 
missioners-in-parfition at their stated 
sessions, as a reference to the formal 
minutes kept by the board will give to 
any one desiring such information the 
details of these proceedings, but there 
were certain questions brought up in 
the deliberations of the commission- 
ers which could not be determined by 
them without advice from eminent 
legal authority. 

At the stated session of the commis- 
sion, ou the 21st day of March, 1890, it 
was ordered by the board that A. W. 
Hutton, Esq., who had been counsel 
for Orange county in the legal pro- 
ceedings which had been instituted to 
determine the constitutionality of the 


oughly familiar with all the questions 
which might arise in the business 


settlement which was required to be 


made, be employed to give the board 
his opinion in writing in regard to the 
questions in controversy. 

The questions asked Mr. Hutton by 
the commissioners were as follows: 

First—Assuming that its division of 
the assets and liabilities should be 
made on March 11, 1890, and assuming 
that its proportion is one-tenth of the 
whole, should not Orange county pay 
one-tenth of the expenditures in the 
several funds which are used by the 
county as general funds between the 
dates above given, viz.; March 11, 1889, 
and August 3, 1889? 

Second—Is Orange county entitled 
to one-tenth of all the receipts coming 
into the several funds above alluded to 
between the dates above given, viz.: 
March 11, 1889, and August 3, 18897 

To explain more fully the above ques- 
tions, the board stated that the geueral 
funds necessary to run the county, and 
which were considered by the commis- 
sioners in the settlement, were as fol- 
lows: The current expense fund, the 
general road fund, the salary fund, 


and the hospital fund. All these funds, | bh 


excepting the salary fund, are main- 
tained by taxes collected by the Count¥ 
Tax. Collector. The salary fund is 
principally maintained by receipts from 
the Recorder, from the County Clerk, 
and from the Sheriff, and it is this fund 
more particularly that they desired 
to call to his attention and consider- 
ation. | 

In reply to the commissioners’ 
queries, Mr. Hutton was of the opinion 
that the division of the property and 
assets and liabilities should be made 
as of the date of March 11, 1889; and 
that the board should not take into 
consideration any increase or decrease 
of the value of property, orin the 
debts or liabilities of the county of Los 
Angeles, or any of the expenses of car- 
ryingon any of the business of the 
county since the Ilth day of March, 
1889: and he thought that Orange 
county should not be required to pay 
any part of the expenditures, nor was 
it entitled to any part of the receipts 
coming into any fund of Los Angeles 
county at any time since that date. 
The Legislature had in effect enacted 
that Los Angeles county should bear 
allof such burden, and that Orange 
county should be deprived of all such 
benefits. 
Though unnecessary to be expressed, 
Mr. Hutton was, however, of the opin- 
ion that if the county of Orange was 
to be charged with any share of the 
expenses since that date, it ought to 
receive credit for its proportion of the 
receipts during the same time. 

On the 14th day of April, 1890. sev- 
eral banks holding protested unpaid 
county warrants appeared before the 
commissioners, in regular session, by 
counsel, and. requested that the board 
should take cognizance of the fact that 
certain banks and individuals held 
liabilities of Los Angeles county, 
which were then due and unpaid. 
These protested warrants, presented 
to them for consideration and unpaid, 
ran from 1879 to 1884, and as shown by 
the treasurer’s books, were drawn upon 
the following funds 
following amounts:

Mr. Hutton, after examining into 
the matter, reached the conclusion 
that the warrants were not a part of 
the indebtedness of Los Angeles 
county, existing on the llth day of 
March, 1889. 

In order to reach the conclusions 
which are presented in the certificate 
to the two Boards of Supervisors, as 
required by Jaw, it was necessary: for 
the commissioners to make an exhaust- 
ive and thorough research into all the

from the year 1853, when it first set up

They also had to ascertain the as- 


geles county in 1888; also the assessed 
value of the property under the same 
assessment assessed in the territory 
set apart to form Orange county.

The 
curtain rang up on the fifth act yester- 
day morning in Justice Lockwood’s 
court. The prelude was at the County 
Jail, with Officer Bosqui in the back- 
ground. Tuong Ah Ching, the alleged 
first wife of Ab Him, was to be taken 
to court answer to the charge of 
grand larce Miss Worley, from the 
San Francisco Episcopal Mission, was 
to accompany her, but, from her expe- 
rience of Saturday night, when an at- 
tempt was made to kidnap the child, 
Miss Worley did not feel quite safe, so 
Officer Bosqui accompanied her safely 
to the Justice’s court. 
THE CHARGE DID NOT STICK. 

When the case was called in Justice 
Lockwood’s court, Mr. Ling, who ap- 
peared on behalf of the prosecution, 
stated that he did not find that there 
was sufficient convicting evidence, and 
asked that the charge be dismissed, 
which was accordingly done. 

As soon as the prisoner was dis- 

charged a summons was served on her 
to appear as a witness in the examina- 
tion of Mong Gi Ling, which takes 
place before Justice Lockwood this 
morning. Mong Gi Len is charged 
with the murder of Ah Lung, in the re- 
cent Chinese riot. 
The discharged prisoner and Miss 
Worley returned to the County Jail, 
preferring to remain there until their 
departure for San Francisco. 

A similar summons was also served 
on Ah Him, whom it was intended to 
take to San Francisco this afternoon 
to answer the charge of bigamy. 

Ah Him, who is very sick, was seen 
in the prison yesterday and said to a 
Times reporter that he was very sorry 
that Ab Sing caused the arrest of the 
woman. It has been said that I 
caused it to be done. That is not so. 
Jam not that kind of a man. Had I 
wanted her arrested I would have 
sworn to the complaint myself. Ihave 
offered to give her money and clothing 
and am very sorry that she was ar- 
tested.“ 

A COUNTER ACT. 

Tun Truxs yesterday morning stated 
that the case would likely be dis- 
missed, and also contained an account 
of the arrest of Ah Him on the charge 
of bigamy on a warrant from San 
Francisco. Yesterday Attorney Ling, 
counsel for Ah Him, appeared before 
Superior Judge Shaw with sureties 
for the prisoner. Judge Shaw wrote out 
the bond, which was approved by Dis- 
trict Attorney Keliy as correct, and 
finally indorsed by the Judge, who ac- 
cepted Ab Mow and Ching Wing as 
sureties. The bond is for $4000, and 
Ab Mow represented himself as worth 
about nine thousand dollars, being the 
proprietor of a theater. Ching Wing 
is a merchant, and represented his 

perty at a valuation of ten thousand 


ollars. 
The bond being accepted, s and 
indorsed by Judge Shaw and by Di:- 


trict Attorney Kelly, the counsel for 
the defense asked for his prisoner. But 
Chief of Police Glass still bad his 
doubts. He put the signed bond in his 
pocket, consulted other attorneys, and 
they seeméd to think that the bond 
was all right; and tuen the Chief be- 
gan poring over the Penal Code. In 
the mean time, a dispatch had been 
sent to Chief of Police Crowley of San 
Francisco, asking when Ah Him would 
be sent for.

Officer will leave this. afternoon. Pris- 
oner cannot give bail in your county.

Section No. 821 of the Penal Code pro- 
vides that if the crime is a felony, or a 
‘crime less than punishable by death, 
the prisoner must be taken before the 
magistrate who issued the warrant, or 
some other magistrate in the same 


county. 

Under this section the Court ruled in 
the case of Hung Sing, cited by the 
Chief. The prisoner had been arrest- 
ed in Sacranento for a felony com- 
mitted in San Francisco, and the 
Court ruled that the prisoner must 
give bail in the county wherein the 
warrant was issued. 

Section No. 824 provides that if, 
on admission to bail, the bail is not 
forthwith given, the prisoner must be 
taken before the magistrate who is- 
sued the warrant, or some other mag- 
istrate in the same county.”’

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE CASE. 


Ah Lung, Ah Him and Tuong Ah 
Ching Ling. 

Miss Worley and her charge, Tuong 
Ah Ching, left yesterday afternoon for 
San Francisco. Though summoued as 
‘a witness, she was permitted to go, as 
it was learned she knew nothing about 
the murder of Ah Lung. 

Attorney R. A. Ling, who is retained 
to assist in the prosecution of Mong 
Gi Len, said to a Timxs reporter yes- 
terday:

San Francisco. Yes, he will be taken 
to san Francisco tomorrow, and 1 
shall go as his counsel, I have not the 
least idea but that he will be acquitted. 
He was never married to her. ‘The law 
of this State prescribes three forms of 
marriage: By a minister, by a judicial 
officer, and by a written contract of 
the persons, which must be witnessed 
by a notary’ public and filed in the 
County Recorder’s office. Neither 
form was observed in this alleged mar- 
Triage; and neither were they married 
according to the Chinese custom.

TIE AND TRACK. 


SOME IMPORTANT MOVES ON THE 
RAILWAY BOARDS. 


Contemplated Changes in the A. and 
P. Management and Possible 
Early Extension of its 
Line Northward. 


It has leaked out that General Man- 
ager H. K. Wade’s visit to the East at 
this particular time has more signifi- 


‘cance than was at first believed. It 


was stated in the Santa Fé offices when 
he left this city a few days ago that he 
would be absent but a few days, and 
that he was only going East on a trip 
connected with freight and passenger 
business. 

It has since been learned that Mr. 
Wade’s jurisdiction is about to be ex- 
tended to the Atlantic and Pacific. 
This promotion is well deserved, and 
there is no doubt in the minds of rail- 
road men that Mr. Wade and his as- 
sistant general freight and passenger 
agent, S. B. Hynes, are perfectly able 
to manage the two lines. Not only is 
this a good thing for Messrs. Wade 
and Hynes, but it will be beneficial 
to Los Angeles, for it will make 
this city the headquarters for an ex- 
tensive railroad system, as the Atlantic 
and Pacific offices will be moved here, 
and shippers will receive better accom- 
modations than they have in the past. 
But this is not all, for this change in 
the management of the Atlantic and 
Pacific means that work is to be com- 
menced on the Atlantic and Pacific 
trom Mojave to San Francisco very 
soon, and General Manager Robinson, 
the present manager of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, is to take charge of con- 
struction and rush the road through as 
rapidly as pessible. Mr. Robinson is 
one of the most thorough railroad en- 
gineers in the United States. He has 
built several roads, and it is said by 
those who kuow him that he possesses 
the faculty of building road more 


‘rapidly than any of the builders. He 
is a thorough railrqaad man in every | 
branch, and the chances are that when 


the road is completed he will be given 
charge of it, with headquarters in San 
Francisco, so that the company will 
have a man on the ground who is able 
to compete with the Southern Pacific 
Company. | 

The new road will bear off to the 
west from Mojave, passing to the west 
and south ot Tulare Lake, through 
Huron, and then on down the San 
Joaquin Valley to the Gilroy pass. The 
route will then be through the moun- 
tains into the Santa Clara Valley. pass- 
ing through San José and on to San 
Fraucisco on the west side of the bay. 
It is estimated that this road will be 
completed one year from next fall, as 
both the Santa Fé and the Union Pa- 
cific will push it through as rapidly as 
possible. 


NOTES. 
The Santa Fé people are getting 
ready to build a fine depot at the foot 
of Second street. They are simply 
halding back to see what the union 
depot projectors intend to do. 
Both the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fé companies are highly pleased 
with last Sunday’s business, and if it 
keeps up they will put on hourly trains 
to Santa Monica aud Redondo Beach. 
It is estimated by some of the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce that 
enough coal will be brought here from 
South Utah as soon as the Union Pa- 
cific reaches this city, to pay the run- 
ning expenses of the road.

THE DEFENDANT CHORMICLE. 

William C. Chormicle, the defendant, 
was the next witness. He made an 
excellent witness, and told his story in 
a plain, matter-of-fact way that made 
a very favorable impression.

I went to Siskiyou county and had 
stock there. I was there about two 
years, and came to Los Angeles 
county, to Rock Creek Meadows. I 
lived there about three years. 
I owned a ranch there. I was raising 
stock. Then I went to Ventura 
county and have resided there ever 
since. I, bought a ranch near Santa 
Paula, which I now own. I have been 
acquainted with the Castac since 1876. 
I bought some land there several years 
after that. Not the land in contro- 
versy.

tura county as my home. My wife apd 
some of my family have been in the 
Castac for three years.

Walton and Olme were inside the 
‘gate. I was about three hundred 


yards away. I saw my sonand the 
man who was helping him turn and go 
toward home. I went there also. 
Then I started for Newhall with Henry 
Gardner. On the road I met George 
Walton. He told me that was his 
name. I asked him to let me ride with 
him, and 1 got in his wagon, IIe said 
he was working for Jenkins. I asked 
him why he was holding the stock on 
the grain in section 23. He 
said he was going to take it up. I told 
him he couldn’t do so, as I had bought 
it. He said

for the railroad. He said he had 
already filed on the land. I told 
him that he could not do that, and 
asked him not to drive the stock on 
the land any more; that he was a 
stranger to me and 1 didn’t want to 
have trouble with any one, and asked 
him not to drive the stock on an 
more, but to let Jenkins do it. 
went on ‘to Newhall and to Los An- 

les, where 1 went to the United 

states Land Office, and they told me 

the land was not subject to preémp- 
tion. When I returned I met a man 
named Brockwell at the switch. He 
was going up the cafion and asked me 
the way. I showed him and he re- 
mained all night with me. The next 
day I asked him to go up with me. My 
two sons, George and Henry, went 
with me, and I stopped at Mr. Rose’s, 
asking him to go also. I told him 1 
intended to drive the cattle out and 
wanted witnesses to it. We drove the 
stock out, some thirty-odd head.

I told him he knew 
very well the land was mine. Jenkins 
said the land was his. 

»Walton spoke up and said the land 
was his. I told him that could not be 
80, because I had just been to the land 
office; but he insisted that he had filed 
on it. 
FIGHTING TALK. 

„Walton said he would have the 
land if he had to fight for it. Jenkins 
said ‘Yes, you fight Chormicle and III 
fight you’ [to Walton.| I said, ‘Yes, it 
looks like you would fight him. He is 
living at your house, driving your 
9 and working for you.’ 

Jenkins then said he would fight me, 
and said I was a d—d coward and——. 
He said he would fight me in any man- 
ner. I told him I did not want to 
fight anybody; that all I wanted 
was what was mine. Jenkins asked 
me it I had a pistol, and I told him I 
had, but I ed, ‘I can’t use it,’ 
holding up my finger, which had a 
felon on it. There were a great many 
things said there. The latter part of 
the conversation was not so abrupt as 
it was at first. Walton had a pistol. 
I saw it as he leaned forward from his 
horse. I do not know whether Olme 
had a revolver or not. An Indian 
rode up as we were there. I pointed 
to him and said to Jenkins, Tuere's 
a man you hired to kill me.’ Jenkins 
said, ‘You know —— you ought to be 
killed.’ The Indian wanted to get 
through the gate, and as he passed he 
said, ‘I did not want to kill you, Mr. 
Chormicle.“ 

„Walton said to Jenkins that if he 
was not going to do anything more 
they might as well go. Mr. Rose said 
to me that they were going to drive the 
cattle in again. I replied that we might 
as well go, because I couldn’t keep an 
army there all the time. They drove 
them in as I went away. I wanted 
the witnesses there to be witnesses in a 
suit I proposed to commence against 
Jenkins tor damagestomy crop.

I 
was charged with a misdemeanor in 
advising the boys to put up the fence 
again.

Jenkins holds court sometimes ina 
building where there is a saloon in 
Newhall, and then upstairs in the 
schoolhouse in the cafion. 

Walton spoke to me at Newhall, and 
said he was going to have the land if 
he had to take it with a shotgun. 

“*I saw Dolores Cook in Newhall be- 
fore that, about January 25th. He 
asked me if 1 was afraid of him. I 
said no. I was, but I didn’t want to 
let him know I was.

if there was not some way to get re- 
lief from Jenkins. But he gave me 
no satisfaction. I went up to the 
cafion February 27th to get some bar- 
ley.

I told him I had 
not. He said Walton had hauled some 
lumber on section 23; that my wife 
and sons had hauled it off, and they 
had hauled it back, cursing my wife 
and — my son down. hen 1 
got home found my wife badly 
frightened. She told me about the 
occurrence, saying that Walton had 
poms his pistol on my son after 
nocking him down. I stayed all 
night, and got up at the usual time, 
about 4 o’clock. We had breakfast, 
and I told my son to haul the lumber 
off, and I would go along. 
I TOOK MY MARLIN RIFLE 
with me and went over the hills. 
When I got to the cabin I asked Juan 
Leiva where my other riſle was. He 
said it was in the cabin. It was a 
Winchester, I think aforty-four. I 
told my son to go down and tell Gard- 
ner to come up. I went down tothe 
lumber. I loaded up a load of lumber 
and drove it down nearto Mr. Jen- 
kins’s fence. We put it over the top of 
the wire fence. Gardner came, and 
we put all the lumber over. I told my 
wife to go up and have the wagon 
turned about so that they could not 
open the gate if they came up. It was 
uite cold and we went to the cabin. 
r. Gardner and Will Gardner brought 
no guns with them. They started to 
go home, and my wife went home also. 
1 remained and talked with the 
boys. I set the Winchester down in- 
side the door. I went up to the spring 
and looked at the water. Then I went 
down by the lumber, and said to the 
boys that I guessed there would be no 
trouble, an ey might as well go. I 
was lookin t the crop, when Will 
Gardner rode up. He said he was 
going up to Miss Martinez’s; but he 
came in the house and sat a while. All | 
at once he said, 
‘THERE THEY COME, NOW!’ 
L looked, and saw four men down by 
the lumber. Twoof them went toward 
Jenkins’s house, and two remained 
working af the fence. I went down to 
where they were putting the lumber 
over the fence. Riley and Cook were 
the men. I forbade them putting the 
lumber over. k had a revolver 
stuck in his belt. Riley said: ‘If you 
knew what I do you’d get away 
from here.’ As 1 started away, 
Riley said: ‘You had better 
not touch this lumber any more.’ 
I had taken no arms withme. Gard- 
ner remained in the house., When 
I got back to the house I had been 
there but a few minutes when I saw 
two men coming with a large wagon. 
They turned in at the gate and drove 
down to where the lumber was. They 
put a small load on, and they started 
up with it. Cook was with them as 
they came up, driving some little dis- 
tance behind. Walton and Olme were 
on the Wagon. As they came up, I 
went out and said, ‘Walton, what do’ 
ou mean by bothering me this way?“ 
Ile jumped off the wagon and cursed 
me and my wife. He made at me and 
seized me by the beard, 2 me 
three times in the face, cursing all the 
time. He pulled some of my beard 
out. I clinched him to get away, and 
I felt his pistol. Gardner came out 
and I heard him say, ‘Olme, you stop,’ 
and ‘Cook, you stop.’ They were all 
armed.

They got on the wagon to drive, and 
I went tothe horses’ heads and took 
hold of the bit of one of them. Walton 
said to Olme, ‘Here, Jo, you take the 
lines and I'll make the old —— get.’ 
I let go and stepped back. He pointed 
to the road and said, Leave here —— 
or I'll kill you.’ I forbade them each 
and every one from moving the lum- 
ber on the land. The first I saw of 
Gardner was with his hand up, saying, 
‘Jo, you stop.“ He bad no gun in his 
hands.

OUR FRUITS IN NEW YORK. 


The market for California fruits in 
the East is opening up this year in 
most encouraging shape. We have 
hitherto stopped short at Chicago, but 
during the past seagon the residents of 
the Atluntic Coast were given a chance 
to sample our horticultural products. 
They liked them, and are loudly call- 
ing for more. 

The first year in which California 
fruit arrived in New York in quantity 
was in 1886, when about a dozen cars 
were shipped. In 1889 the number of 
ears had risen to 275. The prices ob- 
tained for California fruits in New 
York have been remarkably high. 
From six to ten dollars per forty-pound 
box was paid for choice grapes, at 
which rate ten «acres would yield a 
small fortune. In peaches, as high as 
five dollars per box, containing only 
sixty peaches, was received, and this 
on a day when there were shipped into 
New York about a hundred carloads 
of the Jersey and Delaware product. 
Pears sold at from three to five dollars 
por box, or about three times as high 
as the eastern product. 

The average net proceeds to the 
growers of 151 cars, shipped to one 
New York commission merchant, were 
8616.67 per car—certainly re- 
markably satisfactory showing. The 
chances are said to be that the 
demand for our fruits in New 
York this year will be double that 
of 1889, and that high pricés Will again 
be realized. Our fruits are now very 
popular in New York, and it is ex- 
pected that, within four years, that 
city will become the largest and most 
profitable outlet for the deciduous 
fruits of California. The market is an 
immense one, and can swallow up a 
thousand carloads with the greatest 
ease, and then look for more. 

The same commission man to whom 
we referred above states thut the navel 
orange is not popular in the New York 
market. When Mr. Clum of San Ber- 
nardino was in New York, in 
chargé of the citrus fair, he no- 
ticed some inferior Florida oranges 
in a leading fruit store, labeled ‘*Cali- 
fornia navels,” and upon inquiry 
found that the genuine California 
navel was unknown in that city. Our 
orange-growers should see that New 
Yorkers are enlightened upon this 
point. It would pay to send them a 
carload of choice uavels next season, 
for free distribution. As the patent 
compound advertisements say: “Once 
tried, you will use no other.”’ 

The knowledge that there is such a 
large and profitable market for our 
fruits should encourage the extensive 
planting of our vacant lands. We can 
sell, at good prices, all the first-class 
fruit we raise. It takes but a small 
patch of land to raise a carload of 
fruit which nets over $600. We ought 
to be able to ship several thousand 
carloads from Los Angeles. county 
alone, within the next five years. 
When we do, our merchants will no 
longer complain of dull times. 


OUR WASTE OF TIMBER. 


Everything on this continent is upon 
go immense and apparently limitless a 
scale that Americans are inclined to 
be extravagant and wasteful in the 
utilization of their natural resources. 
In no respect is this tendency more 
marked than in the destruction of our 
forests. This habit has, to a great ex- 
tent, been handed down from the 
early days, when the tall trees were to 
the pioneer settler a nuisance which 
he aimed to get rid of in the quickest 
possible manner. They were piled in 
great heaps, the neighbors gathering 
to a logging bee, and millions of dollars’ 
worth of lumber went up in smoke. 

Today it is not quite so bad as this, 
but our methods are little less waste- 
ful. Take, for instance, the redwood. 
It is one of the noblest of trees, takes a 
fine polish and is very effective in in- 
terior decoration. It is only during 
the past few years that its utility in 
this respect has been recognized in 
California, although easterners and 
‘foreigners, to whom we have ex- 
ported it, have long been loud in its 
praise. When Gen. Alger was in San 
Francisco, recently, he recognized the 
value of this wood, and said that, with 
favorable rates to Chicugo, a large 
business could be done in it there. The 
lumber supply of Michigan and the sur- 
rounding country is failing so rapidly 
that in eight years, Gen. Alger says, 
there will not be any supply from that 
section. | 

A writerinthe Northwestern Lum- 
berman, discussing the same subject, 
affirms that Californians do not ap- 
preciate the great timber wealth which 
they have in the redwood. He at- 
tributes this to its apparent abund- 
ance, its consequent cheapness and the 
desire for something foreign to the 
locality as a furnishing lumber. At 
the present rate of destruction, red- 
wood will soon be as scarce as black 
walnut, and as dear. In former days 
black walnut was used for fencing in 
many States. Now these same fence 
posts are sometimes sold for enough to 
raise the mortgage on the farm. 

We have a big mine of wealth in our 
California redwoods, and we should 
learn to appreciate it. 


A LARGE amount of British capital 
is pouring into the South. Companies 
organized in London will expend 
$5,000,000 at Middlesborough and Cum- 
berland Gap; three other companies, 
with an aggregate capital of $8,750,000, 
will develop 430,000 acres of coal and 
iron lands in Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and a London steel and iron syndicate, 
now erecting furnaces at Middles- 
borough, will increase its capital to 
$7,500,000, and build up other in- 
dustries. 


WE recently referred to Glasgow as 
an example of good municipal govern- 
ment. A writerin Harper’s Monthly 
for June speaks of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, as the best governed city in the 
world, and says it is above all else a 
business city, run by business men on 
business principles. The article is 


well worth reading, for it is a city that 
builds its own street railroads, makes 
and sells its own gas, collects and sells 
its water supply, raises aud sells a 
great part of the food of its inhab- 
4 itants, and, what ig still more remark- 


able, interests a large portion of its 
people in responsibility for and man- 
agement of its affairs. The cost of gas 
is about sixty cents per thousand feet, 
and it yields an income of $150,000 to 
the city. Not a little of the credit for 


corded to Joseph Chamberlain, its 
former Mayor. American municipal- 
ities might take a few lessons from 
cities over the water. 


THe Oakland school census shows 
the number of school children in that 
city, between the uges of 5 and 17 
years, to be 11,386, as against 10.602 in 
Los Angeles. The Oakland Tribune, 
commenting upon these figures, shows 
that in 1880 the proportion of popula- 
tion to school children in Oakland was 
as 1 to 4.26. At the same ratio, the 
presént population of Oakland would 
be 50,378 and of Los Angeles about ten 
per cent. less. This is considerably 
less than the population usually as- 
signed ts their city by Angelefios, but 
there has undoubtedly been a consider- 
able thinning out during the years 
following the boom, and to save disap- 
pointment we had better not count 
upon more than sixty thousand. That 
would, any how} be u pretty big rise 
from 11,311 in 1880. Few cities in the 
country can show a similar advance. 


Tux Bank Commissioners have found 
the Los Angeles banks in good condi- 
tion—in almost too good condition. 
They think that the banks have more 
money on hand than they need. At 
the same time there is a crying de- 
mand for capital to start productive 
enterprises of a profitable character. 
It cannot any longer, with justice, be 
claimed that there is inflation in Los 
Angeles, or fear of a disastrous re- 
action. Is it not about time for the 
banks to adopt a liberal policy? 


For some time the farmers of Great 
Britain have been pushing a bill in 
Parliament looking to placing a duty 
on cattle. They asserted that the ex- 
traordinary shipments of American 
cattle threatened to drive them out of 
the business. It is feared that the 
present panic and unprecedented low 
prices over thore will be a strong in- 
centive toward securing the passage of 
this law. A duty on American cattle 
exacted at English ports would bea 
bad thing for American farmers. 


AN Indian corn exhibition at Edin- 
burgh has enlightened the Scotch as 
to the virtues of our great staple, and 
some Scotchmen even express a prefer- 
ence for it to oatmeal. A local paper 
says: 

Indian-corn bread is pleasant to the taste 
and lighter than oatmeal, and if people are 
once acquainted with the really wholesome 
and nutritious food that can be made from 


this corn itis thought that exportation may 
prevent the waste in America.

Cowles Iimproving—His Child Pro- 
duced in Court. 

MONTREAL, June 9.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] O. C. Hale of Cleve- 
land, O., appeared in the Superior 
Court this morning on the charge of 
shooting with intent to kill his brother- 
in-law, Eugene H. Cowles, son of the 
late Edwin Cowles of the Cleveland 
Leader. There also appeared Mrs. 
Cowles and her daughter, Florence, 
whom the nuns brought into court on 
a preliminary order at the request of 
Mrs. Cowles’s attorney fora writ of 
habeas corpus for the production of 
the child in court. The writ was made 
returnable this afternoon. Cowles 
was resting easier this morning, but 
his temperature indicates septic com- 
plications. 

His condition is improving, however. 
The bullet passed through the right 
side of the neck, between the internal 
and external carotids, passed under 
the chin below the lingual arteries, 
fractured the jaw and emerged on the 
left side. 

Cowles was interviewed by-a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press. He 
affirmed that what he had done was 
done under the advice of the best legal 
talent in the United States and 
Canada; that he and bis wife were on 
the way to an amicable settlement, and 
he deprecated Hale’s interference. He 
expressed the warmest interest in his 
family, and only resented outside in- 
terference. 
Later in the afternoon Cowles an- 
nounced his willingness to surrender 
the child to his wife, and signed an 
order on the convent to that effect.

Los ANGELES, June 9.—[{To the Eu- 
itor of Tue Times.| It was reported 
in Tue Times last Friday that the re- 
pairs on the Pasadena-avenue bridge 
were to be curtailed, in order to build 
a good bridge on Walnut street. On 
inquiry, this is found to be substan- 
tially true. The previously pub- 
lished plans for the repairs have been 
revised and reduced to accomplish 
this result. 

Ever since the ruin of this bridge 
by the winter floods the suffering pub- 
lic has been put off by the constant 
plea of lack of money to make these 
repairs. This was lieved, and the 
patrous of this by-far-the-most-im- 
portant highway, traveled daily by 
more people than travel any other 
leading into Los Angeles, who have 
patiently endured the condition of 
things. 

Suddenly, and to their amazement, 
what do they find? That, instead, 
there will be funds to build an en- 
tirely new and substantial bridge a 
mile or so down the arroyo, near its 
junction with the Los Angeles River. 

It is well if the city can afford to 
build this new bridge to accommodate 
another locality, but to do so at the 
expense of just and substantial repairs 
to a bridge of such importance as the 
one demanded at Pasadena avenue is 
an outrage to public common sense, as 
isthe failure of getting a good and 
permanent bridge at this point an out- 
rage to public comfort. The great 
travéling public from Pasadena to Los 
Angeles, inclusive of the two citiés 
themselves, want nothing of this new 
bridge. There is no argument in its 
favor brought forward to atone for 
jeopardizing of the public convenience 
by this robbing-Peter-to-pay- Paul“ 
policy. 

The County Supervisors, who. are 
evidently of firmer mold and broader 
intelligence than the guardians of the 
public interests in Los Angeles, have 
improved Pasadena avenue from Gar- 
vanza to the city limits till it chal- 
lenges the county for a more 
beautiful stretch of road any- 
where. They have noble plans for its 
improvement toward Pasadena. The

is so obvious that it is amazing that a 
just Council needs its attention 
directed toward it.

Resignation of the pastor of the 
Church of the Unity. 


Rev. Eli Fay, who has been pastor of 
the Church of the Unity in this city for 
nearly six years past, has resigned, and 
bis resignation has been accepted by 
the trustees of the church. In the Doc- 
tor’s letter of May 26th to the trustees 
he expresses a deep sorrow on account 
of the ill-health which compels him to 
abandon his pulpit. IIe believed that 
his vacation would restore his health, 
but he was doomed to disappointment, 


and he hopes the congregation will 
soon find another acceptable pastor to 
his place. Ile concludes his letter 
as follows: | 

With profound gratitude for the past, a 
good measure of satisfaction with the pres- 
ent, and high expectation tor the future, I 
now take leave of the pulpit, which len- 
tered forty-six years ago, and also of my 
last congregation, in the gathering and 
housing of which 1 have experienced inex- 
pressible pride and satisfaction. 

On Sunday evening, at a special 
meeting of the congregation, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, that in view of the resignation 
of the revered and beloved minister and 

reacher of the Church of the Unity, the 

y. Eli Fay, D.D., we do hereby express 
our respect and love, andelect him minister 
and preacher emeritus of the Church of the 

nity. 

Resolved, that the above resolution be 
conveyed to the Rev. Dr. Fay, in accordance 
with our letter to him of even date, 1 

The letter spoken of in the resolu- 
tion is full of regret at losing their 
pastor, and it speaks in feeling terms 
of thankfulness for his assistance in 
building up the church in this city. In 
conclusion the letter reads: 

While, therefore, we ac¢ept your resig- 
nation as the natural and inevitable,” 
“reverentiy and trustfully,” and 
give you freedom from every obligation 
of duty, feeling that obligation is ever 
on us toward you, we are unwilling that 
your name or presence should be altogether 
withdrawn from us. 

We ask you, therefore, to allow us to 
retain and express the sentiments which we 
feel by electing you minister and preacher 
emeritus of the Church of the Unity. 

And now, reverend and dear sir, receive 
our ever-grateful bene.Jiction.
